Would-Be Extortionists'^ 
Not Involved in Ventura 
Case, Authorities Say 



Rumors that the mystery in the 
slaying of Floyd Ventura, Kenosha 
tavern operator, near here Jan. 24 
was about to be dispelled were de- 
nied when Lake county and federal 
officers stated that, to their know- 
ledge, three Wisconsin men arrested 
last Saturday in . connection with an 
attempted extortion case had nothing 
to do with the Ventura affair. 

The men who were involved in the 
attempted extortion of $40,000 from 
William C. Hubbell, 54, vice-presi- 
dent of the Harvard, 111., State bank, 
were Burdell M. Boardman, 20, of 
Delavan, a war worker; Carl S. Gar- 
man, 32,:. a discharged serviceman, 
now of Delavan but formery of Har- 
vard, and William M. Huber, 40, 
Elkhorn, Wis., who served five years 
at Leavenworth for forgery of a 
government check. 

Rumors which spread -after their 
arrest were to the effect that they 
had threatened to kill Hubell, as 
they had Ventura, if he refused to 
pay them the amount they demanded. 

Investigations by FBI agents led 
them to discount the possibility that 
the three were involved in the Ven- 
tura murder.

Harry Nelson, served on his second 
tour of duty in the European Thea- 
ter of Operations, was revealed for 
Mr. and Mrs. S. Boyer Nelson in pic- 
tures and artices published in the 
Bangor, Me., Daily News issues of 
Aug. 1 and Aug. 2. . - 

One of the pictures was that of 
the B-24 bomber, "Fertile Myrtile," 
on which Sgt. Nelson served for 
some time. He was later grounded 
while the 451st was based in Italy. 

On its return from two years of 
aerial combat in the Mediterranean 
Theater of Operations, the 451st; 
"pride of the 15th Air Force," was 
stationed at Dow field, ^Bangor, 
where- its members are being 
screened, classified and .processed, 
prior to assignment at the five ma- 
jor continental bases of the North 
Atlantic division, Air Transport com- 
mand — Presque Isle, Dow, Grenier 
field, LaGuardia field and Washing- 
ton National airport 

The 451st is reputed to be the 
most heavily decorated bomb' group 
in the 15th Air force— top outfit 
out of 21. It has won three Presi- 
dential citations — more than any 
other bomb group in Europe. Its 
personnelhave won one Distinguish- 
ed Service cross, nine Legion of 
Merit -badges, 25 Silver Stars, 50 
Soldier's medals, one British Distin- 
guished Flying, cross, hundreds of 
Distinguished" Flying crosses, thou- 
sands of Air medals, several hun- 
dreds of Bronze stars, and many 
other decorations, 

"The members of the outfit proud- 
ly wear 12 battle stars — representing 
twelve major campaigns in which 
they participated," the Bangor paper 
comments. "Altogether, the 451st 
flew 245 combat missions, and drop- 
ped over 13,000 tons of bombs on 
the enemy. Over 8,000 men were at 
one time or another members of 
the outfit."

Problems of Employes 
In Armed Forces Get 
Public Serv. Co. Aid 



Britton I. Budd, chairman of the 
Soldiers and Sailors Service Council 
reported at the organization's fourth 
annual meetig held today that more 
than 30,000 Illinois fighting men-or 
their families were relieved of their 
personal problems without cost dur- 
ing the past. year due to the coun- 
cil's efforts. 

"These, added to the 80,000 who 
were helped previously," Budd said, 
"make a total of more than 110,000 
Illinois servicemen who have been 
given free help by the council since 
it was organized ten months before 
Pearl Harbor. 

"During our first three years of 
operations, we thought we had han- 
dled every type of personal prob- 
lem imaginable. Last year we 
handled all the previous ones and 
some new ones too." 

While (problems with respect to 
allotments, (personal debts, insur- 
ance, and mortgages continued to 
comprise the bulk of the cases last 
year, two new types loomed up to 
plague many servicemen or their 
families, Budd reported. 

One — the problem of gaining ad- 
mittance into the United States for 
foreign-born wives — arose from the 
increasing number of ' overseas mar- 
riages of soldiers and sailors. It has 
been solved by the council through 
cooperation of the Bureau of Na- 
turalization and volunteer attorneys. 

The other - the administration of 
estates of servicemen killed in the 
war - has been solved by a speed-up 
-plan adopted by Probate Judge John 
F. ; O'Connell and . State's Attorney 
William J, Tuohy in cooperation with 
the council. Under the cost-free plan, 
many servicemen's beneficiaries who 
were urgently in need have obtained 
promptly all government payments 
due them as will as other estate assets. 
Bonding companies also cooperated in 
the plan by reducing thier bond charg- 
es by 75 per cent on servicemen 
estate cases. 

Other serviceman problems solved 
by the council last year, included 
enlistments, discharges, real estate 
and income taxes, evictions, legal aid, 
medical aid, maternity care, employ- 
ment, mustering out pay, pensions, 
immigration and naturalization, and 
transportation. 

At present, Budd said, the council 
is handling about 100 cases a day com- 
pared with about 60 a day during the 
last few months of 1944*and about 125 
daily a year ago. 

. At the meeting tribute was paid by 
council members to the Servicemen's 
Centers, the Red Cross, American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
the American, State and Chicago bar 
Associations, and state, county and 
city social agencies for their "whole- 
hearted assistance and cooperation" 
during the year. 

Offices named for the ensuing year 
include Governer Dwight Green, 
honorary chairman; Brig. Gen. Leo 
M. Boyle, honorary vice-chairman; and 
Mayor JSd*vard J. Kelly, chairman of 
Ihp executive icommittee.:

Although Antioch's streets were 
cluttered with paper and other de- 
bris, no damage of any kind has 
been reported, and Antioch residents 
arc inclined to be proud of the man- 
ner in which the community greeted 
the ending of the war — with noise, 
with great happiness — but without 
any trace of the destruction and 
vandalism which has been reported 
in other cities.

"Every employer must get an em- 
ployer's indentification number," ho 
said, "regardless of whether he has 
only one person working for him, or 
many, or only part-time employees. 
The employer must use this identifi- 
cation number when making out so- 
cial security tax returns. Each em- 
ployer also is required to keep a re- 
cord of each employee's name, his 
social security account number, and 
the amount of his wages." 

Employers in this area, Barnett 
said, can apply for their identification 
numbers by writing or calling at tho 
Post Office Bldg. "Our office," ho 
added, "will be glad to give them 
full information about their respon- 
sibilities under the Social Security 
Act."

"This outfit is due for redeploy- 
ment to the States some time in Octo- 
ber. The way it looks now, I will be 
home for the pheasant season. Watch 
out, pheasants! 

"I think I had better close now, as 
I received quite a bit of mail today 
and have a lot of writing to do."

Mrs Ora Luhning of O'Fallon, 111., 
spent a few days recently visiting 
her sister, Miss Minnie Sollis, at the 
Waller Dibble home. 

She is the mother of Frank Phil- 
lip Luhning of the 10th division of 
the famous "Timberwolves," who was 
reported dead but had an amazing 
escape from death. Luhning was 
wounded during the Batlc of Ant- 
werp and lay frozen to the ground 
for four days and three nights. Just 
as a detail of men began burying the 
dead, he moved and drew their at- 
tention to the fact that he was still 
alive. 

He was transferred to a hospital in 
England by airplane, and it was learn- 
ed that a shell fragment had cut a 
piece from each of two vertebrae of 
the spine. 

He does not know how long he lay 
unconscious, but when he recovered 
lie was unable to speak and is still 
unable to do so, although he is able 
to write. 

At one time prior to being wound- 
ed, he was in a location where the 
men were unable to receive supplies 
of food for 14 days. 



After he was wounded and while 
he was lying helplessj he relates, the 
Germans came along scavenging 
from the dead. One,, who had a pair 
of pliers, was delighted when he saw 
that Luhning had some gold teeth, 
but Luhning states he will never for- 
get the expression on the German's 
face when he pulled on the teeth with 
the pliers, and a partial plate came 
out. 

Luhning is in a rest camp in the 
Alps now, and states that .the Swiss 
yodelers sound wonderful there. He 
also says that he is expecting to be 
back in the^'good old U. S. A." for 
Christmas. 

Another of Miss Sollis' nephews, 
Vernell Sollis, seaman second class, 
was lost at sea when the Peary was 
sunk.

DDT Being Released sh °P for * hair trim - 

"I say " 



The Lake-Cook Farm Supply com- 
pany of Grayslake, III., announces to- 
day that it will soon receive first 
civilian supplies of DDT, powerful 
new insecticide. 

Most essential users of DDT, tor 
eluding farmers, fruitgrowers, dairy 
and cattlemen will be the first to 
benefit from the limited supplies, the 
announcement said. 

By next spring, householders and 
victory gardeners under present plans 
will be able to purchase the insecti- 
cide. 

Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing 
company, large wartime 'manufac- 
turers of the remarkable new insect 
pest killers, say that civilian DDT 
will be supplied in four different 
forms: as a" dust or spray for large 
agricultural users, beaches and re- 
sorts; as a household insect spray and 
as a household dusting powder both 
to control flies, ants, mosquitos, 
roaches and other pests. It will also 
be incorporated into garden insecti- 
cides, possibly in oil or water, base. 

DDT, first discovered 71 years ago 
by a German scientist, has been in 
practical use, for a little more than 
two years. Termed by Army authori- 
ties as "the war's greatest contribu- 
tion to the future health of the 
world," DDT has so far performed 
its greatest service combatting in- 
sect-borne tropical diseases and epi- 
demic-carrying lice. Used in giant 
spray guns, atomizers and in tiny 
chemical "bombs" in battle areas, the 
new insecticide eliminates insects 
over a wide area for a month or long- 
er. A single pint-sized .chemical 
"bomb'.' is sufficient to kill all the in- 
sects in 150 pup tents or 50 bombers, 
carrying lice. Used in giant spray 
guns, atomizers and in tiny chemical 
"bombs" in battle areas, the new in- 
secticide eliminates insects over a 
wide area for a month or longer. A 
single pint-sized chemical "bomb" is 
sufficient to kill all the insects in 150 
pup tents or 50 bombers. 

Described as "one of the most pro- 
mising new discoveries for U.S. agri- 
culture," DDT owes a large share of 
its present development to the work 
of U. S, Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine and state experi- 
mental stations. It will be used on a 
mass scale in agriculture, spread in 
dust form by airplane and atomized 
by variations of Army smoke screen 
and chemical fog makers. DDT will 
also be used to reduce the insect pop- 
ulation over wide areas of seashore 
and summer resorts for as long as 
several weeks. It is expected to per- 
form a similar job in insect-proofing 
households for a long period after 
one or two applications. It is fatal to 
nearly every known insect from bed- 
bugs and lice to Japanese beetles, 
coddling moths and cotton boll- 
worms. 

In the WPB announcement which 
released DDT for civilian use.'Sie- 
dert A. Itohwer, Assistant Chief of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine 
stressed the potency of DDT and 
warned industry and the public that 
"there is a great deal to be learned 
about how to safely use DDT from the 
standpoint of hazard to the user, the 
consumer of products on which resi« 
dues may occur, the effect it may 
nave on soils and the whole balance 
of nature in terms of beneficial insect 
and wild life."
